METHODS BY WHICH THE UNSCRUPULOU 
OS SSOME TIMES WAKCTRECKE. » ° : 

‘The very nature of the game of bridge, the 
optional: declaration, and the dealer's choice of 
either making declaration bimeelf or leaving 
it to bis partner, all offerunlimited opportunities 
to two dishonest players, acting in collusion, of 
taking an unfair advantage of indications given 
by their partner. - - fe 

To do this, however, it would be necessary 
for two plgers to have a prearranged code of 


‘signals, and to be. sure of playing at the same | 


table, and, even then, their codé could only be 
brought into use when they cut as partners. 


Such a code would be quile easy to arrange, | 


owing to the various formule: which are used ia 
passing the declaration, For instance, "I 
leave it,” might mean a very bad hand. “Wilt 
you make the trump please?” a fairly good all- 


round hand, hut not quite strong enough for no}. 


(rumps,, “I pags,” strength tn the red: suits, 
“To you, partner,” strength in the black suits, 
and soon. . : 
- Let it be said at once that’ such an under 
standing as this is purely imaginary, and is 
absolutely unheard of in bridgeplaying circles, 
. Bridge, os it ls played in England, is es- 
‘sentially an upper class game, played by 


gentlemen among gentlemen, and although |. 


there are from time to time lamentable cases 
of ger.tlemen departing from the strict code of 
honour which should always ‘distinguish them, 
still we shall be quite safe in taking it for 
granted that our friends and acquaintances 
with whom we habitually play, either in club 
Ife or social life, are far removed (rom ‘any 
suspicion of such denlings. 
“THE CHEAT.” 

Mr. Collier's picture in this year’s Academy, 
called “ The Cheat,” is supposed to represent 
a lady rising fiom her seat at the bridge: table 
and saying that she refuses to continue playing 


Against an opponent who holds-such phenome- 


nally good cards as the lady on her right. 

This may make n good subject for a. sensa- 
tional picture, but it does not bear looking into 
by the practical player. ena 

The lady in questioy would have no control 
whatever over the cards dealt to her in three 
hands out of the four, and even when it is her 
own dea’, to imngine that she can give an un- 
due proportion of good cards either to herself 
or her partner is to credit her with an amount 
of manual conjuring skill such as would be the 
slat of a Bertram or a Makelyne. 

If cheating is to be done at all at bridge it 
will not be done in this way. : 

A case occurred not very long ago which 
gave rise toagrave scandal. Bridge was being 
played in a country house for exceptionally 
high points.. A certain Indy dealt the cards 


and left it to her partner, who declared "No |- 


irumps,” and pul down too acer, 
As the hand was played out it traispi ed that 
the deale*, who had passed the call, held six 


hearts, including four by bonow s, and the ques 


tion was naturally asked,.what could have in- 


‘duced her lo pass the call with such @ hand? 


No satisfactory explanation was forthcoming, 
end the inference was sufficiently obvious, that 
her partner must have told her by some private 
code of signals to Jeave it to him. Le 

CLUMSY ATTEMPT. oe 

Hf it was an attempt at cheating, it was an 
exlremely clumsy one, as it should have been 
obvious that suspicions must arite, when the 
strength of her hand cane to be shown in the 
play of the cards. 

Apart from the question of collusion between 
two players, there are various individual ways 
of imparting or a@tepting unfair Information 
he can only beclassed under the head of 
cheating. 

Some players unintentionally cheat by undue 
hesitation or undue haste io passing the 
declaration to thelr partner. . 

This is so much the case that many sugges: 
tions have been made 'to legislate for it, but 
nothing has yet been suggested to quite meet 
the case: ‘ 

Perhaps.the best suggestion was that a small 
sand-glass, taking fifteen or twenty seconds to 
run out, should be provided at & regular 
adjunct of every bridge table, and shat the 
dealer, under pain of a penalty, should speak 
directly, but not before, thesand-glass ran out, 

Is, however, seemed rather an arbitrary 
measure,’ and one that was likely to give 
rise to considerable bickering, so it was 
decided to leave it entirely to the good taste of- 
the individua) player, and it has succeeded 
very well_—- ae f 

An extraordinary case occurred some. three 
years ago at @ well-known Continental club. 
The American rules’ were in force there- and 
under the American rules the penalty for a 
revoke is not the same alternative penalty ‘as 
ours, but only “three tricks taken from the

In Hongkong, and throughout the Enst, 
there are hundreds of people whose only’ 
home is the boarding-house or the hotel. 
The. uansient ‘visitor, of course, selects a 
hotel, or one’ of the larger boarding-houses, 
which are really hotels in everything but 
name "The young resident, unable to set 
up an establisiiment of his own, finds his 
way into a private boarding-house,. which 


| may.mean that there are only half-a-dozen 


boarders bevides’ himself in the house. 
What his rights are troubles himsnot at all. 
Sufficient that he has a place where he may 


‘lay his head, and regulat meals at regular 


seasons, ‘The rights of the boarding-house 
keeper are also sealed mysteries to’ him, 
unless, he be a Philistine, which generaily 
means an intolerable nuisance. "A recent 
case which cropped up in London should, 
therefore, prove of interest to that large 
public in’ Hongkong who spend their days’ 
in toil and their nights ina hotel ar bourd- 
inghouse. A‘married couple resided in a 
boarding-house in London. “Their bedroom 
had only one key which could, not be 
removed because it was required to give the 
servant. access, “When the manager was 
appeated to she—it happened to be a lady. 
who was in charge of the establishment— 
assured them thatall the people in the house 
were, like Civsar's wife; beyond: suspicion.. 
They had lived there for weeks and. weeks; 


‘they had proved Ahemselves to'be “ real lad- 


ies and gentlemen.” As for the servants, 
the breath of scandal had never once passed 
over their heads. ‘They were patterns of: 
respectability and emblems of all the virtues. 


‘There was:no danger of anything disappear. 


Jing fram the room during the absence of 


the boarders. “Iiven ‘the inuch maligned 
cat, it would seem, had been'ousted from 
this home of the blest, so.that if valuables’ 
were left’ lying about, or sundry: liquors 
allowed to remain opel to the’ inquisitive 
there could be no chance of their disappear: 
ing. SUll the ‘married: couple, who ‘had 


evidently been ina boarding-house. before, 


were nut quite satisfied. They argued that 
if they could not get a separate key for their 
roum they might’ at least. get a. key 
for the chest of drawers ‘in which they 
had placed some valuables. They did 
not get une, so they had to be content 
without it. But it appears that the manager 
did not know the true character of all her 
boarders. She had vouched for their high- 
minded ways, their honesty.and their Tespec- 
tabilily. But. there was a’ serpent in the 
household, for when the married couple left 
their temparary habitation for a brief spell 
in the open one day, another boarder took 
the opportunity to ransack the bedroom 
occupied by the newcomers, Su successful 
was be in his enterprise'that he found and 
opened'a hand bag which contained £220 
worth of jewellery and: then he departed, 
‘The hand bag was on the chest of drawers 
for which a key had been asked and refused, 
ta passant, it may be mentioned ‘that the 
eminently respegtable gentleman who made 
free with hig fellow-boarders’ effects, left be- 
hind him a trunkful—not of the traditional 
and time-honoured bricks, but of potatos 
and turnips. At any ratevhe’ disappeared 
and has not been heard of again, Now. the 
married couply believed, as many more in 
their place would have believed, that 
they could obtain redress from, the boarding. 
house keeper who had: refused them ‘a key 
to their room and a key, to the chest 
of drawers, The ‘manager, ‘ 
refused: to admit any responsibility in the 
matter, and & clainy'was lodged in Court by

[In Yhis ease, Alexander Pavinff, the Rusainn 
Minister ta Korea, sued ‘Thomas C. R. Ward 
‘in the sum of 109,000 taels, on the ground that 
the defeadamt had prejudiced his’ beneficial 
we ownership in the steamship Samson by selling 
the vessel,in March last, without plaintiff's cans 
sent or authority. {t was alleged by the plain- 
tiff that the vessel had been sold for #o,000 
Anels, The, defendant, in. reply, said the 
+ vessel was sold for 57,0:0 taels, and alleged 
that ‘plaintiff was ‘ueither the beneficial 
nor the actual owner of the Santon. In all the 
transactions, connected with the vessel,. the 
Inintiff bad acted as the representative of the 
Rustian Goverament, which was indebted to 
the defendant, it was alleged, in a'sum largely 
exceeding the value of the Samson, In October, 
3904, a scheme, it was averred, was arranged 
to send medical ‘suppties and accessories into 
Port Arthur, ostensible under the stapled re 
the Red Cross Society, but with the real inteny, 
tion of enabling the defence to be prolonged. 
The pt intiff agreed with the defendant 
to purch we the Samson and another vessel to 
be used asa hospital ship and also the pire 
chase of a quantity of stores and accessories, 
The Samson aniled for Port Arthur on or about 
the 27th October, but was detained and refused 
access tothe port by the Japanese Govern: 
ment. The defendant also alleged that the 
Edendale was purchased for $200,000 to. be used 
as ahhspital ship, but the scheme fell through 
and the defendant had to pay 40,000 {nels for 
breach of contract. The plitntif{ had still left 
unpaid, it was claimed, the sum of 1,000 ta¢ls-on 
account of medical supplies, The plaintiff, it 
was further alleged, agreed to pay the defen- 
dant the sum of £20,000, and to procure him a 
Russian decoration for his work In connection 
with the scheme, The defenda « alleged that
